Also in 
an article in the same paper of the pre- 
ceding week, which is equally untrue, it 
reads, ** Uutsiders are cngaging in an in- 


discriminate slaughter of the fish, which 
they catch by all manner of means, 
whether lawful or not, for sale and ex- 
port.” I would suggest that before the 
editor writes more on the subject, he had 
better inform himself with regard to fish- 
ing,the regulations, and otherwise obtain 
some truth about the subject he is inte- 
resting himself so mucn about.

After justice 
had been doue to the magnificent dinner 
and the cloth removed, tue usual toasts 
were commenced, ‘*The Queen and Royal 
Family” was ably responded to by Mr. 
A. H. Mitchell. ‘‘ The Governments ” 
brought H. Mitchell, M.L.A., to his feet. 
He dwelt with the Legislative Assembly 
at great leugth, and also spoke of the 
wouderful progress made in this country 
since his coming toit. ‘Our Agricultu- 
ral Interests ’ was responded to in a neat 
speech by Mr. Kelly. ‘* Commercial In- 
terests” was well handled by Mr. Pozer, 
aud Mr. J. McKenzie replied to ‘ Our 
Manufactures.” Mr, McNeill, in reply- 
ing to the toast of the evening, ‘‘ Our 
Guest,” made a very neat speech. He 
dgeply regretted leaving this town as 
he had so many warm friends here. He | 
was a servant of the Government and 
had to go where they wished. He had 
lived in the Territories a number of 
years and been ina great many places 
but he liked none as well as Dack Lake, 
and it would always have a warm place 
iu his heart. ‘** The Press" was replied 
te by Mr. H. McCleneghan, an old-time 
prioter.

THE GREAT SOD-TURNING. 


The following is Grip’s account of the 
turning of the first sod of the Q., & L. L. 
R. in August last:—‘‘ You have received 


by telegram the bare facts connected with 


turning the first sod of the new Regina 
& Long Lake Railroad; but no telegiam, 
no pen, could do justice to the imposing 
scene, as it unfolded before those who 
were eye-witnesses. As Mr. Davin as- 
sisted Mrs. Dewdney from the platform 
to the spot where the virgin soil was to 
be brokeu, it was remarked that, like all 
sensible ladies in elevated positions, she 


set a worthy example to the poor people} 


who were spectators, by the plainness of 
her dress; the bright pink calico she 
wore reflected in its eheeny folds the 
brilliancy of the sun, and—but why at- 
tempt a description? The art of the pho- 
tographer has given it, iu iniperishable 
characters, te posterity. After Sirs. 
Dewduey had gracefully turned the sod, 
it was gently carried and tenderly placed 
ina safe receptacle within the private 
car of the Hon. Minister of the Luterior. 
The band then played a medley. Then 
followed speeches. If eloquence could 
build a road, the assembled crowd would 


have been able at the close of those| 


speeches to step on board a waiting train, 
and proceed to Prince Albert as tast as 
steam could propel. Alas! even great 
minds must wait on matter and manual 
lavor. As the last silvery strains of the 
impassioned utterances of the orators of 
the day floated away in the distance, the 
listening people said, ‘Surely these be 
gods, and not men!’ Their glowing 
words must have floated on until in Tor- 
onto you would have heard the words, 
‘I, railroad,’ had not a prairie tire caught 
them and burned them to cinders—even 
now they may be ascending in smoke, 
startling the denizens of other worlds» 
Lieut.-Gov. Royal was the first speaker 
He assured us that many men had pro- 
moted this railroad scheme, but Mr.Mac 
dowall had done the most—in fact, Mr. 
Macdowall was the ‘ greatest Roman ot 
them all.’ Mr. Dewdney endorsed what 
Mr. Royal had said and guve a complete 
history of the etfurts made, and by whom 
this gigantic work had been accomplish- 
ed. He took his seat amid a storm ot 
applause, but came forward again to say 
that Mr. Davin had done what he could; 
a little side issue he forgot to mentian. 
Mr. Macdowall modestly admitted that 
he was the man who had achieved ali 
this glory, and in a most unassuming way 


admitted that Davin and others had heilp- | 9 


ed in the promotion of this great euter- 
prise.” 
““Mr. Davin, goaded by the evident in- 


tention of the speakers to ignore his ser- | 


vices, upon rising to speak, told what he 
had doue—and it left very little for any- 
body else to do, except to furnish money, 
and a few little essentials required in 
building a railroad.” 

“Que thing these men of might did not 
meution, aud it wasa fact most patent 
to all prevent, Great men are a produc- 
tion of this Northwest, independent ot 
rain or drought. Wheat and oats may 
fail, but statesmen and orators are a cer- 
tain crop.”
